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THE chief enemy of direct-method teaching in school is lack of 
time : conveying the meaning of new words by direct associ- 
ation with object, action or quality often takes too long, and a 
teacher with a heavy programme before him may be com- 
pelled against his inclination to translate new words at once. 

But it is necessary to remember that giving a translation of a 
word does no more than supply its meaning, and the surface 
meaning at that. It does not teach the word. Before a word 
or a phrase can be thoroughly known it must be used, and it is 
the teacher's duty to use the word, and to let his pupils use it, 
in as many structures as possible. The aim is to form associ- 
ations, to link the word with all its natural connections until 
use of it becomes mechanical. Consequently, once the mean- 
ing has been given, there should be no further use of the 
vernacular form. The practice, the fixing, the learning should 
all be by means of English examples. 

Thus a teacher may prefer to translate view instead of adopt- 
ing the direct-method procedure, which would be somewhat 
as follows: 


“ Can you see a mountain (the sea) from your house?" 
“Yes; I сап.” 

“ You have a view of the mountain (the sea).” 

(From pictures) ** This is a view of a large city, a lake, etc." 

* There is a view of the garden from this window." 

** We get a good view from the top of a mountain." 

** There is no view from here." 


But immediately the translation has been given, some such 
sentences as the above should be used, and the word view 
introduced in other contexts until, as time goes on, it is so 
overlaid with English associations that the vernacular equiva- 
lent loses its first. prominence. The connections between 
English and the mother tongue should never be emphasized, 
but kept in the background. 
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Егее Composition 

It is too early in the course for any attempt at Free Com- 
position—the vocabulary and structures for it are lacking, and 
there must be no searching in a dictionary for words not in the 
text-book. At this stage nothing beyond imitative sentence- 
construction, or perhaps the imitation of а simple letter form, 
should be asked of the pupils. 
Homework 


The pupils should never be overloaded with homework. 
Too little is better than too much, and the advice “ little but 
often " might well be followed. 

The principle to bear in mind is that each class-room lesson 
Should be followed by a revisionary period of homework in 
which the pupil, by means of reading and exercises, can help 
on the mechanizing process. Preparation periods, in the early 
stages of language learning, tend to be harmful rather than 


helpful; the pupil should never be expected to do new work, 
to find out the meanings о 


f words and phrases for himself. 
This may be a useful exercise in school under supervision, but 
at home a boy or girl will make mistakes and fall into errors 
of all kinds which cannot be at once corrected. 

Again, if a class is asked to Prepare a new lesson at home, 
the result in the class-room the next day is confusion, and the 
teacher has to spend much valuable time in trying to bring 
about uniformity of understanding, Naturally, much mis- 
understanding by hard-working but shy pupils remains 
undiscovered, only to be revealed later, perhaps in examina- 
tions, and put down to stupidity, 

Consequently, time is saved and more thorough learning is 


secured if the pupils are allowed to continue a lesson at home 
instead of being asked to start a new one. 

From now on the new words, with some English guide as 
to meaning, should be written on the board as they are taught, 
and copied into the pupils’ note-books. 

Note. People are referred to in this course as A—, B—, etc. 
The Teacher is advised to use the names of pupils in the class 
in place of A—, B—, etc.

Past tenses of old and new verbs used in this lesson: went, 
was, were, found, stayed, liked, did, could, wanted, took, had, 
jumped, shouted, tried, fell, laughed, saw, got, lifted, said, 
answered, asked, let, helped, sat, dug. 
The questions following the reading passage are typical of 
what may be asked. More exhaustive questioning would deal 
with at least every “ content " word іп a sentence: Who went 
totheseaside? What did the Browns do? Where did they go? 
Did they go for a winter holiday or a summer holiday? Did 
they go to work at the seaside? Miscellaneous questions 
should be added if time allows: Who аге the Browns? What 
is the Present Tense of went? Tell me the names of two other 
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months. Whatis the first season of the year? Where did you 
go for your summer holiday? 


Avoid wasting time by waiting for answers or repcating 
questions unnecessarily. 


As more of the common structures become known, the 
practice of asking questions to be answered in the words of the 
book will be discontinued; but in the first and second years 
of Middle School there must be a good deal of verbal repetition. 


It is too early for the pupils to reason: what they have to do is 
remember.

the word-patterns of the text-book. The structure of Standard 
English does not vary much in different environments, but 
vocabulary does, and the frequency-lists on which text-book 
vocabularies are based do not take into account local needs. 

Therefore, if you feel the need for a word at any time, don’t 
hesitate to use it and teach it. Add it to the text-book lists. 
You may want to point out a fly, an insect, dust, or a pencil 
that needs sharpening long before the text-book does so. But 
though “content” words may be added, experience shows 
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that it is not usually advisable to go ahead of the structures 
, supplied in the lessons.
